PEARL HARBOR, Oct. 25—A terrific sea-air battle is rag­ 
ing in Philippine waters today as powerful Pacific fleet task 
forces pounded three separate Japanese imperial fleet flotillas 
which were caught knifing toward the American toehold in the 
archipelago. 
First reports from Admiral Chester W. Nimitz said that one 
large Jap carrier had been sunk, two enemy carriers and three 
or four enemy battleships damaged and that the United States 
had lost the light carrier Princeton with minor casualties. 
“General action is continuing/' Admiral Nimitz reported— 
indicating that the tempo of the battle is rising rapidly and that 
the outcome may decide the fate of the Mikado’s long sought 
fleet. 
150 Planes Downed 


Nimitz reported that 150 Jap planes have been shot d o w n - 
further evidence of the ferocity of the battle. While the Amer­ 
ican communique laid emphasis that in the early stages of the 
encounter only planes of the opposing forces were in action, 
the Japanese radio claimed that the guns of the battlaships 
have opened up. 
America’s naval leaders have long hoped that the Japanese 
fleet would come out of hiding for a “showdown” battle and 
first reports of the current engagement pointed to the possibil­ 
ity that it may develop into the long awaited meeting of the 
fleets.
